WashiiiKton, Ki l). 1 0 — Con^rpssman 
Sulzer (N. Y.) iDtroduced in the house 
the followlnc retohitton: "ReiolTed 
ihat the secretary of the treMury be 
4nd he hereby is requested to fumiBh 
Iho house of rf'prcsi ntati vcs, if not in 
compatible with public policy, copies 
of M letters to him from persons, 
firms, companies or corporations and 
of all letters from him to them or any 
of them, toKi'thcr with all reports, dc 
SisioDB and examinations, with his 
mason for the same, and all other 
iata, facts and information in any 
way relating to the imposition of a 
lax or conntcrvailinK duty on liussian 
Sugars imported to this country, and 
what action Rosala has taken in re- 
gard thereto by way of reUUlation." 

The house adopted the resolution 
by Mr. Nappf-n (Mass.) asking th 
secretary of the treasury to inform 
Cie bouse if "our ports or waters" 
tave been used for the exportation of 
tlnrses, mules and other supplies for 
Bse in South Africa, and if so to what 
extent, and what Hteps have been tak- 
en to prerent the same; also Che num 
ber of horses and mules that havt 
been shipped since the beKinniu? of 
tht" war in South Africa to the present 
time, giving the shipments from each 
port and the dates." A somewhat 
similar resolution of inquiry address 
ed to the secretary of state was adopt 
ed. Tli<: h'nise then went into com- 
mittee of whole and resumed consid 
irratlon of tfte sundry cirfl bill. 
In the Senate. 
At the opening of the session of thi 
senate, Mr. Halo, chairman of th< 
comnrtttfe on naval affairs, favorably 
reported from tliat committee a bill 
to revive the grarte of vice admiral of 
tne navy and authorizing the pres 
dent to appoint two vice admirals 
from the list of active rear admirals 
«f Che navy. He asked imme d i a te 
Moatderation for the bill. Both Mr. 
Butler (N. C.) and Mr. Pottlgrew (S. 
O.) were on their feet instantly with 
Objections. "Under the objection,' 
said Mr. Hale, "the bill will go to the 
calendar. I give senators notice that 
as soon aH practicat)le 1 will call up 
the bill. If anything is to be done It 
should be done within a few days In 
order that it may have consideration 
by the house of representatives and 
the president. If it be delayed long 
K will fall by the wajnide and noth- 
feig will be done." 

The senate took up the conference 
report, on the military academy ap- 
propriation bill. Considerable oppo- 
sition developed to the provision of 
the report, which debars a cadet con- 
victed of hazing from ever holding a 
commission in the army or navy. 

Senator Depcw reported favorably 
from the committee on expositions 
the house bill for the Louisiana Pur- 
sue exposition at 8t Louis. 

Old Bene of Contention. 

Washington, Feb, 10— The senate 
committee on naval affairs agreed to 
' raport favorably all nominations of 
aaval officers tor advaacement except 
those of Admirals Sampson and 
Schley. It also decided to recommend 
the revival of the grade of vice ad- 
miral and the' appointment of two rear 
HUnirala to tUB' ofllo*^ the intention 
Mnv that the prertdent shall bub* 
Sampson and Schley. This course was 
taken by the committee in order to 
avoid the renewal of the Sampson 
Schley conti'oversy in connection with 
the nomination, but there wm some 
Indication In the rominlttee meeting 
that this controversy might be raised 
over the question of precedence in 
BAmiOS' two vice admirals pro- 
posed, som^ senators desirins to spe- 
cify that Admiral Schley Should be 
Irst named. The same Contention 
arose over the resolution of ranks 
suggested by the president and the 
measure waa not acted upon. 

Considered Cuba hnd China.

Occupied by Boers. 
Britstown, Feb. 19.— It Is reported 
that the Boers have occupied Voas- 
burg, communication with that place 

having been Interrupted. It is assert- 
ed that there are 1,000 Boers at Stry- 
deni)uig and others at Hoirwater, 20 
miles from Dritstown. 

Northern Campaign Planned. 
London, Feb. 19.— A Pretoria corre- 
spondent hints that Lord Kitchener is 
planning a campaign in the iiorthern 
Transvaal, esperially in the neighbor- 
hood of Pietersburg and diatricts not 
hitherto vlaited by BriUsh troops. 

Henna's Road Wants New Franchise. 

Cleveland, Feb. 19.— An ordinance 
to extend the franchises of the Little 
Consolldat(d street railway 25 years 
was introduced in the city council, it 
provides for sis tickets for 2S cents 
the first 12 years, and seven tickets 
for 25 cents the remaining U; uni- 
versal transfers when the rival com- 
pany, the Big Consolidated, agrees 
thereto; and a percentage of the gross 
receipts to the city as follows: Eight 
years, 2 per cent; five years, 3 per 
cent; five years, ;{ per cent, and the 
remaining years 5 per cent. Use of 
trat.ka by suburban lines must also 
be granted. 

Navajoea Nomadic. 
Santa Fe. N. M.. Feb. 19.— The Na- 
vajo Indians are leaving their reserva 
tion and wandering all over the north- 
ern counties of the territory.

NEW CRISIS IN CHINESE IMBROGLIO 



Reproscntntlvri* of Other Powr>r«. 
Bliindly Advise .Mr. Coagtr That 
They t Have Xothlng to Do 
Wltn teUltary Movements. 



Washington. Feb. 19.— During the 
cabinet meeting a cablegram from 

Minister Conger was submitted re- 
ferring to the proposed giilitary ex- 
pedition in China under command of 
Count Von Waldersee. It disclosed 
the fact that Minister Conger protest- 
ed to the ministers against hostile 
movements of this character, but that 
his protest failed to receive tonsld- 
eratlon, the other foreisn ministers 
taking the fcrotind that they had no 
authority to influence military opera- 
tions, one way or the other. 

The United States will not join in 
the contemplated movement of ihr 
allied armies asainst China, and an 
indication of this purpose will be sent 
to the powers. This determination 
was reached at the cabinet meeting. 
It Is believed by the president and 
members of the cabinet that such a 
movement would be unwise from 
every point of view and would be In 
the nature of a demand mat China 
shall do what la probably impossible 
for her to accomplish. 

Eic;ht Cays of Grace. 
Peking. Feb. 19.— The foreign en- 
voys have given the Chinese author- 
ities e^ght daya in which to issue sat- 
isfaetoiT eillcts. The eight days, for- 
eign ministers say, can not be consiil 
ered as an ultimatum, as the notice 
only refers particularly to the cessa- 
tion of examinations, and also to the 
liability of the governors of the pro- 
vinces where outrages may be com- 
mitted. .Military offlcials fail to see 
the difference In a series of ultima- 
tums or a single ultimatum covering 
the entire demands, and ask if thn 
Chinese do not agree to any points 
during the number of days given what 
the ministers intend to do. In the 
meantime, military preparations con- 
tinne for the expedition, the intention 
being to send out six columns <jf 
ti'oops, two columns leaving i'eking, 
Tien Tpln and Pao Ting Fu, respec- 
tively. Count Von Waldersee believes 
eight days' rations will be ample, as 
the llni's of conitnunlcatlon will be 
open and fresh supplies will ue ob- 
tainable. It Is reported on some an 
tbority that if present negotiations 
prove successful, warships of seme of 
the powers will srize Chefoo, Canton 
and othiT jilaees as soon as the win- 
ter is over. .Ml the troops ■.in- bi'ing 
put through a severe course of drill, 
especially the Oermans. 

French Demand Granted. 

Paris, Feb. 19. — A cabinet council 
was held at Elysee palace. The pre- 
mier. M. W.ildi ( k Itoussi MM, was ab- 
sent. The minister of foreign affairs, 
M. Delcasse, announced that the 
French minister at Peking. M. Plchon, 
had notified the Chinese government 
of the early return of th > French 
agents to Moug-Tse and Yun Nan, and 
demanded that the viceroy of Yen 
Nan send a high mandarin to receive 
them and express regrets for pist 
events. The Chinese t;ov( rnment. the 
^linister added, had Just replied that 
a flrst-class mandarin would be sent 
to give satisfaction. 

Allies Go Together. 

Shanghai, Feb! 19.— Field Marshal 

Count Von W'aldersee's expedition to 
Slan Fh will comprise 15,000 men. 
British, Germans, French and Italians. 
It is undfrstoed that if the expedition 
staHM it ^fir aoT al a guard of honor 
to the emperor on his way back to 
Peking. It Is rumored that the allies 
will stmultaneously operate In the 
Taas I'se Klang valley. 

Powers Persistent. 

Peking, Feb. 19.— The foreign en- 
voys have Held a conference regard- 
ing the Chinese reply concerning tlie 
punishment qf the guilty persons 
named by the powers. The reply was 
considered unsatisfactory, and the 
powers decided to insist upon a com- 
pliance with their original demands. 

Court Will Yield. 
Paris, Feb. 19.— A dispatch from 
Peking says Li Hung Chang and 
Prince Ching have informed this lega- 
tions that the court agrees to inflict 
the punishments demanded. 

Old Ocean's Orgie. 
Queenstown, Feb. 19.— Arriving 
steamers report having encountered 
storms on the /Atlantic.

dispatch says Ambassador Choate 
haK received instructions from 
WrishinKton to impress upon the Brit- 
ish government the necessity for im- 
mediate action upon the Hay-Paunce- 
foto treaty. Mr. Choate will call upon 
Isord Lansdowne and tell him tlu' 
United States expects a decision on 
the treaty before March 4. 

Mr. Choate has been Informed, un- 
ofUclally of course, of the disposition 
of the United States senate to repeal 
the Clayton-Mul wer treaty and pass 
the Nicaraguan canal bill If the pend- 
ing treaty be not accepted; and he 
will, also unofficially, tell the secre- 
tary of state for foreign affairs Just 
what the situation in tlf s.nate is. 
He has received no intimation of any 
sort from the British government as 
to what its decision will be, hut there 
ll good reason for saying that Eng- 
land Is inclined to temporize, feel- 
ing that by delay and perhaps by al- 
tering suggestions she may obtain 
some modification of the treaty itself, 
or some set off against what she con 
eiders her concetwlons. 

Will Get an Answer Soon. 
London. Feb. 19.— United Stat< s 
Ambassador Choate saw the secretaiy 
of state for foreign affairs, the Mar- 
quis of Lansdowne, and discussed the 
Chinese question and the Nicaraguan 
canal matter. Mr. Choate was in- 
formed that both these featnr«\s would 
be fully discussed at a cabinet meet- 
ing to be held Feb. 22. and Lord Lans- 
downe hoped to be able to communi- 
cate to Mr Choate sdnetblng definite 
immediately after the meeting.

Sugar Trust's New Rival. 

Chicago, Feb. 19.— Chicago capital- 
ists have oiganized a |l,i.</0,000 cor- 
poration, known as the Central Sugar 
company, to compile with the hu'T' 
American trust fti the home supply. 
Contracts have already been closed 
by the newly organised company for 
the erection of a beet suRar fai ioi-y 
at Shelby, Ind.. where 10,. jO acres of 
land have been purchased by the com- 
pany and switches are being put in 
by the railroads at the factory site. 
The factory at llrst will be able to 
cut tiOO tons of beets and produce 
LOO, 000 pounds of sucar daily, employ- 
ing from 200 to 300 men. The charter 
was granted In New Jersey recently. 

Will BnamlMr Bowtel Bank. 

Springfield, Ills., Feb. 19. — A resolu- 
tion was offered In the house provid- 
ing for a eommitte<> of five members 
to investigate the Zion City bank of 
Chicago, conducted by John Alexan- 
der Dowle. the alleged faith healer. 
By unanimous coasent the rules were 
suspended, and the resohition was 
adopted.

Hetlred After tbe AwfUl

Leavenworth. Kan.. Feb. 19. — Mrs. 
ltoj<- Hudson. wW'i- of .lohn Hudson, a 
saloonkeeper at Milwood, 14 jnilrs 
north of here, waa shot and Instantly 
killed during a raid upon her hus- 
band's saloon. Hudson had been 
warned to close the saloon, but re- 
fused. Three men entered the place 
and called for drinks. When served 
they rapped on the cotmter and gave 
a signal. Hudsiui jumped from be- 
hind till' bar and grabbed one of the 
men. in the scrimmage a shotgun 
which a man carried was discharged, 
the contents entering the waU. Mrs. 
Hudson, attracted by the noise, ran 
screaming into the rocni. while a mob 
of 20 men, most of whom wore masks, 
entered in answer to the signal. In 
the melee that followed Mrs. Hudson 
was shot In the head with a shofgtin, 
the top of her head beiuK blown off. 
William Webb, one of the raiders, was 
shot In the shoulder by a revolver. 
.Nearly 100 shots were fired. Hudson 
carried his dying wife into an adjoin- 
ing room and tli'' mob retired without 
wrecking the saloon. Sheriff Bver- 
hardt, who went to Milwood. has se- 
cured four prisoners, two of whom are 
John and Henry Wilson, young farm- 
ers. Others implicated will be ar- 
rested. There were no women in the 
mob, It being composed of farmers, 
all in disguise. The town Is In a 
furore of excitement and more trouble 
is threatened. 

The saloon was own<'d by Mrs. 
Michael l.ochner. She had been 
warned to close the place by Monday, 
but refused. Hudson was her bar- 
tender. Anticipating the attack, 
Hudson had gathered about him lo 
armed men. They, however, were 
taken by surprise and stampeded. 
This' fact and the killing of Mrs. Hud- 
son probably prevented a bloody riot. 

Wielded a Hammer. 
Port Huron. .Mich.. lA-b. lit.— With a 
hammer, instead of the usual hatchet, 
Mrs. Charles Rhodes entered James 
Wilson's saloon and broke all the 
glass showcasi s and about 10 bottles 
of whisky. Th<' bartender then put 
her out. .Mrs. Rhodes Stated she had 
served notice on the saloonkeeper not 
to sell liquor to her son.

EXPECTATIONS NOT REALIZED. 

A rr^port from Oao. MarVrfh'.ir, cum- 
manding the American forces in the 
Pbilippinea, tranamitted to the U. .S.
